HAD A FIERCE BATTLE. 


A Waiting Policy Will Be Expensive 
in the End They Say—Gully Chosen 
Speaker of The House of Commons 
—Floods in 
Europe—News 
By 
Cable. 


London, April ll.--In regard to the 
report th at has reached here from New 
York th a t the B ritish sloop-of-w ar W ild 
Swan has joined the R oyal A rthur, the 
flagship of the B ritish Pacific squadron, 
at P an am a p rep arato ry to th eir expect­ 
ed dep artu re for Corinto, N icaragua, 
to enforce the ultim atum of G reat B rit­ 
a in ’s dem anding $75,000 indem nity for 
the expulsion from N icaragua of Mr. 
H atch , the B ritish consular agent a t 
Bluefields, it is stated th a t the a n ­ 
nouncem ent is prem ature. 
At the adm iralty, in reply to questions 
on this subject it w as said th a t no or­ 
ders had been given to the W ild Swan 
or Royal A rth u r which would w arran t 
the statem en ts made. The Tim es in an 
editorial o h the situation says: “If we 
are compelled to collect the custom s 
N icaragua will presum ably have to pay 
th e costs of the collection in addition 
to th e indem nity. 
She will find it less 
troublesom e and cheaper to settle with 
us forthw ith. H er efforts to excite the 
jealousy of Am erica have failed. 
The 
justice and good sense of the Am eri­ 
cans have proved to strong for the suc­ 
cess of th is characteristic m aneuvre. 
The A m ericans should only hear our 
rase and dem ands to acknowledge th a t 
our conduct w as reasonable and ju st 
and to adm it th a t our claim s were of 
such a ch aracter as they would them 
selves have m ade under sim ilar circum ­ 
stances. 
W e have assured 
Am erica 
th a t we are not seeking fresh territory. 
O ur object is to obtain an adequate 
apology for a w rong done and the pay­ 
m ent of the com pensation which we be­ 
lieve to be our due.” 
The 
Globe 
yesterday, 
Com m ent­ 
ing on the sam e subject, rem arks: “ Like 
oth er C entral Am erican republics given 
to pulling the lion’s 
tail, N icaragua 
hoped th a t W ashington would flare up 
in behalf of th e Monroe doctrine. 
But 
P resident Cleveland, upon inquiring in­ 
to the m atter, discovered th a t the q u ar­ 
rel did not concern America. It would 
be intolerable wrere the Monroe doctrine 
so stretched as to cover such in ter­ 
n ational outrages as th a t of w’hich Nic­ 
a ra g u a has been guilty. 
F o rtu n ately 
for the continuanse of friendly relations 
betw een these two g reat nations there 
is fa r less disposition th an form erly in 
Am erica to tak e ad v an tag e of every op­ 
portunity to hurl defiance a t E ngland. 
Sensible A m ericans recognize th a t the 
Monroe doctrine, though founded on an 
excellent principle, requires to be en­ 
forced w ith prudence and discretion.” 


C uban Rebels E n g a g e the Spanish Troops 


and K ill 38 0 . 
T am pa, Fla., April ll.—L ate reports 
from H avana assert th a t the steam er 
M anuilita has arrived from Santiago 
w ith 
300 wounded Spanish 
soldiers. 
They were taken to the hospitals there 
because the hospitals a t Santiago are 
crowded. 
A letter from Santiago m en­ 
tions a battle a t Trosones, near the 
C anto river, in which the Spanish G en­ 
eral Salceda, w ith 1,000 men, engaged a 
band of the revolutionists under Rabi. 
The Spanish loss was said to be 380, 
while the Cuban loss was four killed 
and thirty-nine wounded. The Spanish 
troops were m ostly boys, the 
letter 
states, and in the battle pity w as taken 
on m any who were caught and their 
lives were spared. 
Maceo has organized a large force in 
Santiago province. 
Since his arrival, 
800 soldiers, who fought under him In 
the form er revolution, have joined him. 
They ar# principally from M ajaguabo, 
M aceo’s old home.

FURIOUS STORM AT SEATTLE.

Seattle, W ash., April ll.—A storm of 
wind, hail, thunder, and lightning of 
nuprecedented severity broke over this 
city about 5:30 p. rn. yesterday, and, al­ 
though it lasted but half an hour, it 
la! led the sound into a fury and tore 
in all directions, isolating the city from 
the rest of the world for the night. The 
wind reached a velocity of sixty miles 
an hour. Chim neys were blown down, 
plate glass windows burst in, and tin 
roofs torn off. A train stru ck a tree on 
the Seattle, Lake Shore & E astern road 
a t Lake station and knocked several 
cars into Lake W ashington. About 800 
telephones in the city were burned out 
a t the sw itchboard.

W ashington, April ll.—The income 
tax is again to come before the Suprem e 
court of the U nited States. This was 
finally determ ined yesterday when a 
new suit to test its constitutionality 
w as begun in the U nited States Circuit 
court a t New York city. The suit is an 
action in equity by C harles Allen of 
Greenfield, Mass., ag ain st the Illinois 
C entral R ailroad com pany et a1. In his 
bill of com plaint the com plainant de­ 
clares he Is inform ed the com pany in­ 
tends to pay under the provisions of 
the incom e tax law of 2 per cent on all 
its net profits and income for the year 
1894. The bill then avers the income 
tax law is unconstitutional 
and 
the 
court is asked to prevent the railroad 
from paying it.

Bsegdin, capital of the country of 
Czongrad, which is on the Theiss river 
a t the influx of th e Maro, is threatened 
w ith an inundation. The w ater now a l­ 
m ost covers the dikes protecting the 
tow n. 
In 1879 the tow n w as nearly 
destroyed by a g reat flood. In Peeska 
340 houses are flooded and 700 people 
are homeless.

threaten ed w ith destruction.

For a convict parole 
system ; establishing boards of county 
canvassers, consisting cf three n»em- 
ber?; authorizing the use of the A bott 
and the M yers voting m achines, and for 
the incorporation of grand and subordi­ 
nate tem ples of the O rder of R athbone 
Sisters. The senate passed the bill re­ 
pealing the law by which Rom an C ath­ 
olic church property in tru st.

General 
M aynard 
in

lengthy opinion held th a t the m unicipal 
commission village ch arter bill passed 
by the present legislature, and which 
has become a law, contains a provision 
which gives village councils authority 
to suppress saloons w ithout reference 
to w hether the county has adopted lo­ 
cal option or not. The opinion creates 
m uch consternation. 


Governor Upham Sent the Nomination 
to The Senate This Morning—The 
Dailj Grind Of Business In Both 
Houses of the State Legislature— 
The Bills Passed. 
Madison, April l l —Governor Up­ 
ham this morning sent the name of 
W. J. 8tarr of Eau Claire to the sen­ 
ate as the successor of A. V. H. Car­ 
penter on the State F*sh Commission. 
The assembly killed the bill licens­ 
ing plumbers nod passed the bill com­ 
pelling street cars to be vestibuled 
before December, 1890. 
The Lunge bill providing for the 
establishment and 
maintainance of 
joint 
workhouses 
by neighboring 
counties was passed as was also the 
measure securing fcr negroes the s me 
rights * s whites in places of public 
entertainment and amusement. 
In Ihe senate the bill regulatiug 
caucuses and the nomination of candi­ 
dates and the bill preserving the form 
of the standard lire insurance policies 
were p tssed. 
In the assembly a long fight was 
had on the location of the seventh 
normal school. Superior attempted to 
defeat xhe bill locating the school at 
La Crosse, but the assembly refused to 
indefinitely postpone the bill, and it 
was ordered to a third reading by a 
vote of 48 to 24. 
M adison, Wis., April ll.—Mr. T re at’s 
bill providing for the treatm en t of in­ 
ebriates a t county expense w as con­ 
curred in by the senate yesterday a fte r 
some opposition. 
The Prochnow a n ti­ 
blacklisting 
bill, w ith its strin g 
of 
am endm ents, w as advanced to 
th ird 
reading. 
Senator Conger’s bill for the 
preservation of election ballots was in­ 
definitely postponed. 
The joint com­ 
m ittee on charitable and penal insti­ 
tutions reports a 
su b stitu te 
for 
a 
half-m ile lim it 
outside the N ational 
Soldiers’ home w ithin which th^> liquor 
traffic 
be prohibited. 
The su b stitu te 
practically places the question o f li­ 
censes in this district in the hands o f 
the sheriff. A m inority report was also 
presented in which the passage o f the 
original bill is asked. 
The two bills for 
the taxation 
cf 
church property were reported for in­ 
definite postponem ent by the assem bly 
com m ittee on asssessm ent and collec­ 
tion of taxes. One of the m easures was 
introduced by Mr. Notbohm , and pro­ 
vided for the taxation of all church 
property. 
The other bill w as Mr. E a­ 
ton’s, and exem pted churches to the 
value of $10,000. The B uckstaff bill, pro­ 
viding for a tax of one-fifth of a mill 
for a period of two years for the bene­ 
fit of the sta te university, and m aking 
perm anent the tax of one-tenth of a 
mill for the sam e purpose, passed w ith­ 
out a dissenting vote. A long report on 
the m atter of apportioning the state* 
into senate and assem bly districts has 
been subm itted by the assem bly state 
affairs com m ittee. The com m ittee rec­ 
om m ends th at a legislative com m ittee 
of nine m eet a fte r this sesssion and ap­ 
portion the state. 


Ohio Coal Miners and Operators Said 
to Be Agreed on W ar W ith P itts­ 
burg—The Situation Full Of Dan­ 
ger at Present—Leaders Refuse to 
Discuss the Situation. 


Columbus, Ohio, April ll.—There is 
now little doubt th a t the w ar between 
the Ohio and P ittsb u rg coal operators, 
predicted Sunday night, will be inaugu­ 
rated in due time. It is known th a t the 
sentim ent of the Ohio m iners is in favor 
of regaining and retaining the lake 
trade, lost by the failureof the P ittsb u rg 
district to live up to the in terstate 
agreem ent, 
and 
unless 
m atters 
are 
speedily adjusted and the differential 
restored, the cut in Ohio is sure to come. 
From a reliable source it is learned th at 
Ohio operators and m iners have practi­ 
cally reached an agreem ent as to a line 
of policy and the w ar once inaugurated 
will be conducted 
on lines 
likely to 
prove very troublesom e, if not disas­ 
trous, to the field where the operators 
have forced down the scale to the seri­ 
ous detrim ent of the Hocking and Sun­ 
day Creek interests. 
Y esterday the board of control of the 
Ohio Coal association m et here, but it 
is given out th a t nothing definite was 
transacted, it being deemed advisable 
to w ait until some definite action is 
taken in the P ittsb u rg district. 
The 
refusal of the latte r to enter an in ter­ 
state 
conference 
of 
operators 
and 
m iners will probably expedite the de­ 
claration of war, and it is not im proba­ 
ble th a t it m ay lead to another general 
suspension of work. 
At present the Indications point to a 
w ar between the Ohio and P ittsb u rg dis­ 
tricts only, b u t the com plications in 
this connection m ake a general sus­ 
pension not im probable, and the scenes 
of one 
year ago 
m ay be 
re-enacted 
throughout all the m ining districts of 
the country. 
The situation is full of 
serious com plications, and the future Is 
not promising. 
It is believed th a t the 
question of a general and sweeping re­ 
duction will be subm itted to the local 
unions in Ohio, and it is probable an 
agreem ent will be reached with Illinois 
and Indiana. 
The officers of the n a ­ 
tional 
union 
decline 
to express 
an 
opinion on the possible outcome, but 
adm it th at the outlook for a general 
agreem ent is not favorable.

sive of duty, of about 2 cents a pound. 
The rice w as first sent to G erm any to 
be milled, and was then sent to this 
country.

TROUBLB IN OHIO MINES. 


N on-U nion Men a t M inersville 
Jo in th e 


Strikers. 
Pom eroy. Ohio, April ll.—Four h un­ 
dred strik ers and sym pathizers from 
M ason, and Pom eroy m assed a t M iners­ 
ville yesterday afternoon to force the 
men w orking in tne W illiam s mine to 
lay down 
their tools 
and come 
out. 
They form ed in ranks four ab reast and 
m arched up the street to the mine and 
form ed to aw ait the appearance of the 
m iners as they cam e out a t the close of 
the d ay ’s work, being forbidden by the 
operators 
to 
trespass 
on 
private 
grounds. At 4 o’clock the men came out 
and were m et by a com m ittee of seven 
from the strikers, who used persuasion 
to induce them to join the strikers. For 
two hours the tw enty-three men held 
out stubbornly w ith the 400 strikers 
m assed about them on a vacant lot 
Finally the non-union men surrendered 
and agreed to join the strikers. 
An 
assau lt will be m ade on the Peacock 
mine Saturday, it being now the only 
mine in the Bend not paying the scale. 
One hundred and four men are w orking 
there.

rassm ent of the governm ent because of 
the decision of the United S tates Su­ 
prem e court as to the income tax case 
Is declared to be very serious. 
E sti­ 
m ates m ade a t the treasu ry departm ent 
by the m ost skilled experts are th at 
there is not likely to be collected under 
the law m ore than $12,000,000 instead of 
the $100,000,000 which was predicte for 
It. The 
declaration 
of 
the 
United 
States Suprem e court th at the tax or; 
Incomes from land is unconstitutional 
Is found upon close inspection of the 
text of the decision to w arran t the con­ 
clusion the income tax upon most, if 
not all, of the proceeds of land is un* 
constitutional. W hile no intelligent es­ 
tim ate can be m ade as to the effect th# 
several deductions will have upon the 
aggregate revenue to be derived from 
the act, it is feared a t the treasu ry that 
the original estim ate of $30,000,000 wil! 
be reduced at least one-half, and th at 
the total collections m ay not yield mort 
than $12,000,000. The loss of revenue 
however, is not the only cause for re­ 
gret in connection with the decision of 
the csurt. The even division of the 
ourt on the m ain question Involved 
will undoubtedly result in em barrassing 
and expensive litigation, thus adding tr 
the cost of collection and contributing 
co the w ithholding of revenue.

W ashington, April ll.—The dispatches 
from Cuba to-day are expected to bring 
the inform ation th a t the revolutionary 
party has form ally declared the inde­ 
pendence of Cuba from Spain, has an 
nounced the officers of a new govern­ 
m ent and given to the world the con 
stitution of a new republic. One of the 
first steps of the 
new republic 
will 
doubtless be to ask for recognition from 
- the nations of the earth. The first na 
tlon to which its appeal will be m ade 
will be the U nited States, which is re­ 
garded as the foster parent of all Am eri­ 
can republics. 
A serious question in 
diplom acy will be raised by this action. 
It is not thought the U nited S tates will 
recognize the new governm ent.

duced this appropriation to $86,000 and 
a conference com m ittee, consisting of 
Chapm an, Aspinwall and Campbell of 
H am ilton w as appointed. 
The lobbies of the house were crow d­ 
ed w ith women from all over the state. 
They are here in the interest of the 
w om an’s tow nship suffrage bill, which 
Is now in the hands of the com m ittee 
an election.

The question then recurred on the ori­ 
ginal am endm ent of M erry, and it was 
adopted by a vote of—yeas 86: nays, 50. 
The house passed the bill of Mr. W hite 
of W hiteside providing th at w h ere thr 
2 per cent school tax is not sufficient to 
defray the expenses of the public school 
In any d istrict for a period of nine 
m onths each year an additional tax. 
not exceeding 3 per cent, m ay be levied 
for th at purpose. 
Bills were introduced as follows: By 
Mr. C ochran—To regulate the civil ser­ 
vice of the state. 
It provides for the 
appointm ent of three com m issioners by 
the governor, at a salary of $3,000 per a n ­ 
num.

The head of a 
departm ent m ay discharge an employe, 
but he m ust notify the com m issioners of 
the cause of the rem oval, and the re­ 
moved employe shall have the rig h t to 
a hearing. 
By Mr. Sm ith—To regulate 
the m anufacture and sale of any sub­ 
stance designed to be used as a substi 
tute for butter. 


W ater at Various Places the Highest

Janesville may "come in on” a good 
road scheme that is started in Chicago 
through which Wisconsin and Illinois 
are to join hands in making one of the 
most elaborate park 
and 
pleasure 
driveway systems in the country. 
At 
least that is the plan which prominent 
men of both states have agreed to 
push through. 
La&t night a commit­ 
tee representing the north shore prop 
erty owners and supporters of the 
Sheridan drive left Chicago for Madi 
son, where arrangements will be made 
to put the matter before the Wiscon­ 
sin legislature. 
The plan contem­ 
plates the completion of the Sheridan 
drive into Milwaukee. 
By the provis­ 
ions of the bill it will be also possible 
to run a Bys’em of drives from each of 
the cities tm m ;hout tfca network of 
towns 
adjacent. 
When completed 
it is possible that Milwaukee will be 
connected with Oshkosh and Fond du 
Lac on the north, Waukesha, Janes 
Ville and Madison on the west. 
After 
perfecting its park system, Chicago 
may push drives through Oak Park 
and eventually Elgin, Aurora and Jol­ 
iet. 
It is the idea of those who now 
dream of the scheme that the best 
macadamized roads will afford delight­ 
ful driveways as well as becoming in­ 
valuable to cities and towns for busi­ 
ness reasons.

REPU BLIC AN ASCENDENCY. 
From Rhode Island to the Pacific 
States republican victories are record­ 
ed all along the line, indicating very 
clearly that the lessons of democratic 
misrule, have taken deep root, aud 
the party will not be tolerated longer 
than the timealimit makes it necessary.

The gulf stream is HO miles wide 
and from 400 to 600 fathoms deep. 
Dr. Y'oung estimates the mean depth 
of the Atlantic at about 16,000 feet.
